CONCILIATION GRADES 


Opening the plaintiffs’ case, Mr. Gavan 
Duffy said that the action was brought on 
behalf of a large number of locomotive men, 
who sought a judicial declaration regarding 
their status under the company. ‘It was an 
action of the utmost importance to what were 
known as the conciliation grades, consisting 
of men who were engaged in the manipula- 
tion of traffic, as distinct from other classes 
of railway workers, whose conditions were 
regulated by different agreements. 

In January, 1933, a strike against an 
attempted cut in wages was called on the 
Great Northern Railway. At that time the 
trade unions, he said, had secured for rail- 
waymen over all Ireland a well-defined status, 
not precisely a civil servant’s status, but 
something closely analagous to it. In the 
conciliation grades the status involved four 
outstanding features: the guaranteed week, 
by which the men were guaranteed full pay 
for six days of eight hours each; fixed rules 
governing their pay and governing their pro- 
motion strictly according to _ seniority; 
security of tenure, so that, apart from mis- 
conduct, they were not subject to discharge 
unless the company was compelled for 
economic reasons to curtail the staff; and, 
most important in this case, the. principle 
that, in case men should he discharged, 
junior men must go first, and men insured 
against uncmployment, who would be tem- 
porary men, must go before the uninsured 
men, on whose behalf the Minister had given 
a certificate of exemption. 

The strike in January, 1933, was on the 
sole issue whether the company would cut 
wages by 10 per cent. It lasted ten weeks, 
and was settled on the terms of two agree- 
ments dated 6th April 1933, one concerning 
the Great Northern Railway and certain 
minor Northern companies, and the other 
heing a national agreement affecting all the 
Trish railways. These agreements secured 
the reinstatement of all the men on strike. 
in order of seniority; that the cut should be 
74 per cent. instead of 10 ner cent, and that 
the guaranteed week should be suspended for 
four weeks after resumption of work and 
should then be restored. 


DISMISSED 


Four weeks after work had been resumed 
the company suddenly gave a large number 
of men one week’s notice and discharged them 
from the service. This was a terrible blow 
to those men after their ten weeks struggle, 
when they thought they had got definite 
terms of peace. The blow was made much 
harder by the action of the company, 
who retained in their service, contrary, 
as plaintiffs said, to the seniority law, men 
junior in status to the men discharged—men 
who had not gone on strike or who had been 
taken on during the strike. The company 
also retained in their service insured men 
when: they dismissed the plaintiffs and others, 
who were not insured, because their position 
was supposed to be permanent. The com- 
pany took this line under the somewhat 
amazing claim that they were entitled to give 
such preference to those whom they called 
** loval men” who had not gone on strike. 
If that claim was justified, the strike, in- 
stead of being a success, was a dismal 
failure, inasmuch as it destroyed the very 
valuable privileges attached to the men's 
interests mm the conciliation grades. The 
men concerned were locomotive drivers, fire- 

en and cleaners. 

3 Mr. Gavan Duffy added that his case was 
that the two agreements on which the strike 
was settled were supplementary to the ~ 
existing agreements under which the men had 
been working since 1922, and that all the 
agreements had to be read together. The 
contention of the defendants was that the 
two strike agreements were new agreements 
and were independent of anything that went 
before. 

Counsel quoted’ from the recent agreements 
to show that they were all inter-dependent, 
and that all the pre-existent conditions con- 
tinued, save where they were varied, and 
consequently the men could only be dismissed 
pst coim to juniority. |

_ “T said, ‘Oh, God, the knife.’ I grasped 
‘his hand and gave him a pull towards me. 1 
could not be sure whether the knife was in 
my hands or his at that time. 

“Tt saw the knife stuck in the deceased 
man’s body—in his clothes, I thought at first. 
I pulled it out from him and felt something 
warm in my hand. It was blood. 

“I took the knife into my left hand and 
said, ‘Good God, he's stabbed.’ ”'

HE first sitting of the Fruit and 

in Vegetables Commission was held at 33 

St. Stephen’s Green, Dublin, yester- 

day, Mr. Henry J. O’Friel, Chairman, pre- 
siding. 

Among the matters of ‘‘ urgent public im. 
portance ' which the Commission has been set 
up to investigate are the grading, packing 
and marking of fruit and vegetables by the 
producers; the facilities provided by local 
authorities, or otherwise afforded, for the 
marketing of fruit and vegetables, and the 
conditions under which these commodities 
are sold; whether. the conditions under which 
fruit and vegetables are prepared for market 
aud are subsequently marketed, are such as 
to affect adversely the returns obtained by 
the producers of these commodities; whether 
the sale of imported fruit and vegetables 
should be prohibited unless sold in packages 
or other containers marked “ imported ’’; 
the steps, if any, which should be taken to 
require producers to grade, pack and mark 
their fruit and vegetables in a manner pre- 
soribed by the law; to provide marketing 
facilities which would secure to the producer 
an equitable return, either by regulation of the 
existing markets or the provision and subse- 
quent regulation of new markets or by a 
system of direct dealing between producers 
and consumers, whether individually or col. 
lectively. 

The other members of the Commission are 
Mr. Jos. P. Whelehan, Mr. H. Bradley, and 
Mr. P. J. Dardis, Secretary. 


DUBLIN MARKETS 


Mr. Walsh, head ef the Public Health, 
Waterworks and Marketing section of the 
Dublin Corporation, who was the first wit- 
ness examined, said that the Dublin Trinity 
Vegetables market was constituted under the 
Public Health (Ireland) Act of 1878, and 
opened for the transaction of business in 
1892, at a cost of £98,000. The area avail- 
able for letting was 3,500 square yards, of 
which approximately 650. square yards were 
vacant. 

Irish produce, he said, was invariably sold 
by auction, and foreign produce usually by 
private treaty. The tenants paid rent for 
their holdings, covering the charges for tolls 
on all the goods deposited on their stands. 
Tolls were charged only on the produce sold 
on the cart or lorry. These sales were by 
auction, and were virtually confined to cab- 
bage, swede turnips and mangolds. The 
Corporation derived no tolls from goods de- 
posited on salesmen’s or mechants’ holdings. 
About 2.500 tons of potatoes from districts 
outside County Dublin were annually dis. 
posed of in the Dublin market. The whole- 
sale food markets were adequate to the needs 
of the growers, traders and the public in the 
Corporation area. 

Potatoes, the witness explained, were not 
sold by auction in Dublin. In the early part 
of the season, the main supply came from 
County Dublin, and the sales took place 
usually on the streets adjacent to their 
markets and also in the fruit and vegetabie 
market. Later-in the season potato supplies 
came from ontside the county, and were 
either delivered direct to the potato factors’ 
stores or, to a lesser extent: to the potato 
merchants in the market. They might, in 
some cases, be hawked around the retail 
shops, hotels and restaurants in the city in 
motor lorries by growers or country dealers. 


Te trial oí John Sheridan, Wolfe Tone 
street, Cork, for the murder of Patrick 
_Driscol, (called ‘‘ Foxy Paddy ”) by 
stabbing him with a knife in a publichouse 
at Bandon, Co. Cork, on July 5th last, was 
comtinued in the Central Criminal Court, 
Dublin, yesterday. 

Mr. J. Geoghegan, K.C., T.D., appeared 
for the Attorney-General, with Mr. P. J. 
McEuery; aud Mr, F. V. Buckley (instructed 
by Mr. E. &. Neville) had been assigned lor 
the defence. 

Yesterday Guard Wm. Slevin, of Bandon, 
gave evidence. ‘‘ Foxy’ tried to speak to 
him, but could only mutter something in- 
distinguishable. Sheridan, the prisoner, when 
cautioned, told the witness, ‘‘] am the man 
that did it; and here’s the knife.”’ 

Sheridan's right hand was covered with 
fresh blood. 

The witness added that when he was try- 
ing to do something for the dying man, he 
saw Sheridan attempting to move to the door. 
Sheridan had been put back with the two 
women when witness met them coming out. 
The witness unloosed his belt and _ hitched 
on Sheridan’s arms; later he handcuffed 

im. 

When searched at the barrack, Sheridan 
was found to have a leather knife-sheath in 
his righthand coat pocket. The bloodstained 
knife headed to the witness by Captain Good 
fitted perfectly into the sheath. 

Mr. McEnery-—In what condition was he? 

The Guard—He appeared quite normal. 
There was a smell of drink from him, but 
he was not by any means drunk. 


PLEA OF SELF-DEFENCE 


Sergeant G. Barry said that the prisoner 
made a statement in which he said, “ It was 
done in self-defence. He had the knife him- 
self, and made a dig at me, and said ‘ Look 
out for yourself, Sheridan; ] am going to cut 
the gizzard out of you.’ 

““T caught him by the hand and snapped

The witness. remarked that the practice 
of hawking had grown up in recent years, 
and was very objectionable and unfair to 
regular traders, both inside and outside the 
market. _ Often the hawkers came from dis- 
tricts remote from Dublin, escaped payment 
of city rents and taxes, and also escaped 
market tolls for the most part. 

The vast bulk of the potato supply was 
sold outside the market. There were seven 
firms, said witness, engaged in the wholesale 
fruit trade outside the market, largely 
through town travellers, who called on retail 
shopkeepers. It was very desirable that al! 
such traders should be compelled to conduct 
their business in the market and bear their 
share of the cost of upkeep. Portion of the 
market for fruit and vegetables could be used 
for direct sales from producer to the con- 
sumer, but it was not much used. 

In reply to Mr. Whelehan, the witness said 
that the Fish Market also came under his 
supervision. It was, roughly, about 3,000 
Square yards in area. There was no re- 
striction on the sale of fish in any part of 
the market, but in a case of emergency the 
fish market could be reduced by one-quarter. 


MARKET RENTS 


The annual rentals received by the Cor- 
poration from the markets was, at a rough 
estimate, said Mr. Whelehan, £6,412. He 
asked the witness what the City Manager 
was doing about the markets, and whether 
they were now being given as much attention 
as they received from the old Corporation 
Committee.

Known as “The Old Yard,”’ this place 
became one of London’s landmarks for the 
‘“bloods”’ of the period, who bought and 
sold their horses there.

In 1795 Mr. Richard Tattersall died, 
and in 1865 the lease of the Old Yard 
expired, Then the present premises at 
Knightsbridge were built by Richard 
Tattersall and his cousin Edmund, grand. 
sons of the founder. Mr. E. Somerville 
Tattersall, the present head of the firm, 
is a son of Edmund Tattersall. This noted 
firm of auctioneers now includes Mr. 
Gerald Deane, and recently, I think, the 
name of Mr. Robert Needham has been 
added to it: The firm’s operations include 
about six sales events during the season. 
These are conducted at Newmarket. During 
the early history of the firm the Doncaster 
Sales were held just outside the Salutation 
Hotel, while in Newmarket they took 
place outside the Jockey Club rooms until 
about the middle of the sixties, 

‘ Tattersalls’ Ring ” derived its distinc- 
tion from this firm. It appears that in 
the old days bookmakers and punters alike 
foregathered for their wagering at 
Tattersails’ premises both in. Newmarket 
and London. Bets and disputes over bets 
were, I believe, settled there—hence the 
present Tattersalls’ enclosure at all big 
mieectings. As auctioneers, Tattersalls’ 
have passed many great Trish horses 
through their hands. and during the boom 
years the bids they received for these were 
colossal.

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PRESERVATION OF SWANS 
IN COUNTY DUBLIN 


TO THE EDITOR OF TILE IRISH TIMES. 

Sre,—I am anxious to bring under the 
notice of your readers the fact that the re- 
cent order, to which you draw attention this 
morning, as prohibiting the killing of swans 
“during certain periods of the vear,” in 
reality makes the killing of these birds illegal, 
not merely from Jst January to end of Feb. 


ruary and from lst August to 3lst December, 
but throughout the entire year. 

The reason why the order is so worded as 
to mention only certain periods is that the 
rest of the year—from Ist March to 31st July 
—is, under the Wild Birds’ Protection Act, 
a close season, during which no scheduled 
wild birds are under any circumstances al- 
lowed to be killed (nor, indeed, may the non- 
scheduled, except under certain very special 
conditions). :

- THE MYTH OF THE 
TWENTIETH CENTURY ”

Sir,—It is not every day that one has the

Mr. J. Beattie (Labour) said that he re-

HE McKiernan murder case was resumed 
ch at Belfast Commission before Lord 
Justice Andrews this morning. 

The accused men—James Hull, Isabella 
street, and Robert Charles McClure, Henry 
street—are charged with the murder by shoot- 
ing of John Kevin McKiernan, the young 
proprietor of the Glen Bar, Great George's 
street 

A police constable stated in  cross- 
examination that he had made a statement, in 
which he gave a description of the man who 
ran from the Glen Bar just after the murder, 
and said that that man was not the prisoner 
McClure. He was cross-examined by the 
Attorney-General. 

Constable Summerville said that he was a 
member of the trio of constables sent from 
York street to the Glen Bar in response to a 
call for help. While he stood at the corner he 
heard what appeared to be very faint reports 
of shooting. They went towards the door, 
and as they went a man rushed from the 
door in the direction of York street. No 
attempt was made to stop the man. He could 
not give a description of him. On entering 
the public-house he saw McKiernan lying face 
downwards, apparently dead. 

Mr. Porter, for the defence, asked—Did you 
ever give a description of the men who ran 
from the bar in your statements?—No. 

Would you swear that’—No; I may have. 

There is a possibility you did?—Yes. 

What statement was that in?—I could not 


say. 

Handed a statement and asked to look at 
it, witness said, ‘‘ That is right.” 

Mr. Porter read the statement, which said, 
“The man I saw run across the road was 
about 5 feet 9 inches in height, broad 
shouldered. He was dressed in a brown- 
coloured suit I can give no other particulars 
of him.” 

“In my opinion he did not resemble the 
prisoner McClure.” Why did you allow that 
man to be put in the dock ?—I did not know 
McClure. 

His Lordship—Your evidence is the man did 
not resemble McClure ’—That is right. 

Mr. Porter—This statement was made after 
you attended the identification parade. Had 
you ever told anybody before you made the 
statement that the man who ran across the 
street did not resemble McClure ?—Not to my 
knowledge. 

Did you know a statement implicating Hull 
and McClure had been made on October 12 ?— 
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T would appear that Free State turkey 
producers are not likely to obtain any 
special advantage in the British market 

from the imposition of sanctions on Italy. 

An Irish ests reporter was informed in 
Dublin yesterday that a large importer of 
turkeys for the English market had stated 
that the Italian sanctions will not affect the 
turkey trade at all. Another English 
importer has said that what might affect the 
British market, if the effort is successful, is 
the urgent demand by French turkey pro- 
ducers to obtain from their own Government 
an export bounty of 8d. per lb. on French- 
bred birds. 

There is still a net British im»ort duty 
of 2d. per lb. on turkeys imported from 
this country into Great Britain. The British 
duty on turkeys imported from the Irish Free 
State was 7d. per lb. About ten days ago 
the British Government reduced the tariff 
to 5d. per Ib. The Free State Government 
pays an export bounty of ód. per |b. on all 
turkeys packed and exported to the British 
market, in accordance with the Departmental 
regulations 


EARLY MARKETING 


_ A Dublin dealer state dthat he had bee: 
informed that, notwithstanding the existing 
British import tariff, that the sr grin, 
market was open without prejudice to 
Free State turkey producers for birds of good 
quality, and that the produce here this year 
was of excellent quality. At the same time, 
he had been informed from the other side of 
the Channel that shippers’ supplies of 
turkeys to the British market from Con- 
tinental sources would equal that of last year. 
Last year Irish producers marketted early 
for the most part, and towards Christmas 
Ár rose sharply, as compared with the 
igures obtained at, the earlier sales.

The address in reply to the King’s Speech 
in the Northern Senate was moved by Dr. 
William (ubson. Unemployment, he said, 
was the open sore to-day, not only in Ulster, 
but throughout the world. Any suggestions 
for lessening the number of unemployed. would 
by the Government. In 
England a great road scheme had been 
announced at a cost of £100,000,000. In 
Ulster they thought the roads in England 
very good. but evidently the Ministry of 
Transport did not think so, and if improve- 
needed there they were also 
Northern  Lreland. A com- 
prthensive road improvement scheme of 
widening and straightening roads and 
making proper footpaths would, he believed, 
reduce the great number of unemployed.

“I suggest that the members of the 
Labour Party should examine any programme 
put before them to see if it contains within 
it ideas which when put into operation would 
transform the present capitalist State into a 
Socialist State,” said Senator Thomas John- 
son, in opening a discussion on the new pro- 
gramme for the Labour Party at the Labour 
Hall, Lower Gardiner street, Dublin, last

He said that most of the suggestions put 
forward by Mr. William O'Brien at the 
previous general "meeting of the Dublin mem- 
bers were ameliorative, and could be put 
into operation at a cost of about £4,000,000 
per annum. The changes suggested conid be 
accomplished without altering the status of 
the working-class in relation to other classes 
in the community. 

Certain suggestions made by Mr. O’Brien, 
however, if developed and put into operation 
could lead to the transformation of the social 
order—public ownership of banks, expert ex- 
amination of credit facilities to provide 
greater credit for industrial and agricultural 
activities, and for the creation of new credits 
against new and existing capital assets, and 
a guaranteed minimum -price for cereal and 
root crops... To these he suggested should be 
added a guaranteed minimum wage for all 
workers. 

Mr. Johnson said that in discussing the 
second of these items they ought to think of 
Jabour power as the capital owned by the 
working-class. They should aim at the estab- 
lishment of a national economic authority 
which should be given the responsibility of 
providing for all the needs of all the people. 
There should be a national Labour organisa- 
tion to cover the whole machinery In connec- 
tion with unemployment. It should have 
two subsidiary organisations—a Labour Bank 
and a Works Department. The speaker 
asked for opinions from the meeting on the 
question of concentrating upon essentials in 
putting forward a Labour policy or accepting 
a wide field of change and reform such as 
that suggested by Mr. O’Brien. 

Mr. Seamus O’Brien advocated a mora- 
torium in the collection of land .annuities on 
farms of less than 25 acres of arable land for 
a period of five years, pending the re- 
valuation of the land of Ireland and the fixing 
of an equitable land tax. He said that the 
diverse valuation of land under the different 
Land Acts did not render the land annuity 
charges an equitable basis on which to fix a 
land tax. He advocated co-operative holdings

SHORTHORNS 
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SUGGESTION TO 
DEPARTMENT OF 
AGRICULTURE 


Mr. P. J. Halliden, Secretary of the Irish 
Dairy Shorthorn Breeders’ Association, in 
the course of a broadcast from Cork yester- 
day evening, stated that 95 per cent. of the 
country’s dairy cows were of the shorthorn 
type. Not only did they yield milk, but 
they also produced calves which became 
store or beef cattle, and in every sense were 
dual purpose cows, Of the 1,300,000 dairy 
cows in the country, the average yield, he 
said, was not more than 430 gallons per 
head, and this included many cows that gave 
from 800 to 1,500 gallons. Cows that yielded 
less than 400 gallons, he said, were a source 
of loss to their owners and should be sent 
to the Roscrea meat meal factory. 

Through the medium of . cow-testing 
associations, the average milk yield of all 
cows under test is 560 gallons, or 120 gallons 
above the average of all the country’s dairy

Britain’s attitude remains doubtful. It 
is certain that she does not desire a larger 
navy than will meet her actual needs of 
defence; but the Japanese-American 
rivalry offers her little or no choice. The 
fact is that the British Navy, in spite of 
the additions which have been voted to it 
recently, is far below the level that was 
permitted by the Washington Treaty. She 
has the ships, indeed, but too many of 
them are old, slow and virtually useless. 
Actually the American Navy is stronger 
than Britain’s at present ; for, though in- 
ferior still in tonnage, it is up-to-date and 
fast. If she wishes to attain real parity, 
‘she must replace her old vessels by new ; 
and the beginning of an armaments race 
between Japan and the United States will 
complicate her task beyond all reason. A 
world war to-day would find Britain sadly 
unprepared—which is, perhaps, one reason 
why Signor Mussolini appears to be intent 
on luring her into a position of hostility. 
We do not suppose for a moment that 
Great Britain wants war—or, for that 
matter, that she wishes to indulge in an 
armaments race; yet circumstances seem 
to be conspiring against her. Certainly 
she cannot afford to let her Navy decay. 
The United States asserts her right to 
sufficient ships to render her Pacific and 
Atlantic coastlines invulnerable, and to 
protect her Pacific possessions. How much 
greater is Britain’s need? Her coastline 
is less extensive, indeed, than that of the 
United States, but the experience of the 
Great War showed how vulnerable she is 
to the assaults of a hostile fleet of sub- 
marines. She requires not only to defend 
her coasts, but to preserve her trade routes 
unimpaired ; for otherwise she will starve. 
With the present Navy she could not dis- 
charge these essentials; and, infallibly, 
she could not hope to detach ships for 
service in any remote quarter. Britain, 
indeed, has no choice. If the conference 
fails, as we fear that it will fail, she must 
prepare to build, and to build. at once, 
even if her action drives a final nail into

HE discussions at Ottawa once more 

focus interest in Cork’s claims to re- 
cognition as the best centre in the Free 
State for the establishment of an air port. 
Its position on the direct trans-Atlantic 
route, its roomy, sheltered harbour, its 
convenience for air links with the Con- 
tinent, as well as with England: its land- 


ing facilities, its refuelling station, the 
low cost at which a base can be estab- 
Ished—all serve to advertise Cork’s 
claims. | 


As far back as 1929 a report was laid 
before the Cork Harbour Board, outlining 
proposals for the establishment of a sea- 
plane base in Cork Harbour. This indi- 
cated that of the various sites available, 
that at White Point, near the concrete 
landing place constructed during the War 
by the United States Navy, was the most 
suitable. It fulfilled admirably the re- 
quirements of a large, sheltered water 
surface, free from obstruction and strong 
currents. Just adjacent is an ideal 
stretch of sheltered water, which provides 
a circle 6,000 feet in diameter, within 
which seaplanes can take off or alight in 
any direction, while to the south-west, 
west and east runs of over two miles are 
available. 

This report, drawn up by the Harbour 


Engineer and the Harbour Master. con- 
cluded with the observation:—‘‘ We are 
confident that if the matter is taken 


seriously in hand, Cork Harbour can be 
made the best seaplane station in Ireland, 
two and a half hours by "plane from Lon- 
don and in the route of all liners from 
Liverpool, Southampton and Continental 
ports.”’ 

The Cork Harbour Board appointed a 
Sub-Committee to investigate the matter 
further, and as a result a supplementary 


report was submitted by the Harbour 
Engineer, outlining plans and estimates 
for an aircraft station at White Point.

LECTURE

The Rev. Edward Leen, M.A, _D.D., 
C.8.Sp., yesterday continued his lectures on 
‘The Christian Theory of Life,” before the 
Study Circle of the Central Catholic Library, 
Merrion square, Dublin. 

Father Leen’s subject yesterday was: 
“That the Gospel does not point to a 
Humanitarian Ideal.” He said that it was 
universally admitted that to overcome the 
fear of death there was needed the aid of 
the virtue of fortitude. There was some- 
thing that weighed more heavily on the heart 
of man than the horror of death and the 
fear of penal consequences. It was the dread 
of nothingness. Man did not want to live 
a dying life. He wanted to live a life that 
he could seize and hold. He found himself 
constructing his existence out of what he 
knew in his heart of hearts to be ephemera! 
and corruptible. 

It was in the acceptance of Christ’s theory 
of human values and human existence as 
being the only one that Christians failed. 
There was only one road, and there was only 
one Gospel. Assuming many roads, men pro- 


ceeded to edit several Gospels, which accom- 


modated themselves with marvellous flexi- 
bility to their cherished imperfections, and 
touched discreetly on what each found it in- 
convenient to change or to renounce. But 
substract one portion of the edifice, and the 
whole crumbled. 


NO VARIATIONS 


humanitarian aspects of Our Saviour’s life, 
and to make them the main theme of the 
Gospel was to caricature it. Christ, 
wrestling with and conquering  suffer- 
ing, made a strong appeal, and this aspect 
of His work tended to receive undue pro- 
minence. His saving mission was conceived 


alleviation of social evils. Christ and His 
Church were looked to to put an end to 
suffering ; for in this pain-dreading age suffer- 
ing was regarded as a great evil. Goodness 
did not exempt from suffering. 

To Christians who persisted in thinking 
that the function of Christianity was to pro- 
vide men with what they regarded as “ good 
things,” life would rapidly prove un 
intelligible; for them the mystery of pain 
became insoluble, and there would be con- 
stantly rising in their hearts, in face of the 
hard realities of existence, the question they 
were powerless to answer: “ If God was good 
and kind and tender towards human suffer. 
ing, as He had shown Himself to be during 
His sojourn on earth, why did suffering con- 
tinue to be not only for those who deserved 
it, but also—and especially—for those who did 
not?” The Gospel was not humanitarian.

SCARTEEN HUNT 


(THE BLACK AND TANS) 


Sport has not been very brilliant this last 
fortnight, two days being much handicapped 
by heavy downpours of rain; but, in spite 
oí that, some fairly long hound hunts have 
been enjoyed. On November 11th, from the 
Cross of the Tree, hounds first killed a fox 
in Ballyscaddane. Finding in Bryan's Bog, 
a fox took us by Ballylooby, eircling round 
by Scarteen into Ballyscaddane. Heavy rain 
kept. interfering with scent, and hounds 
hunted very slowly by Knockcarron to Bally- 
houlihan, after persevering for an hour and 
fifty minutes.

—on the 19th—hounds first drew Ballinamena, 
and, going away from there, ran to Ballin- 
grana, where they lost. Finding in Kilteely 
a fast forty minutes was enjoyed, running 
by Cromhill and taking a right-handed circle 
past the old church and Barnacolea Cross- 
roads, Leaving Kilteely Village on the right, 
they ran on to Knockrue, where hounds 
marked their fox to ground. 

After meeting at Limerick Junction on 
November 22nd, of a brace of foxes in Bally- 
kisteen, one of them was killed aftér an hour's 
demesne hunting. Finding again in Mr. 
Harris’s new covert, hounds hunted to Mr. 
Heuston’s, and, after an amount of hunt- 
ing in covert, the fox made a circle by 
Ballyphilip, where Mr. George Harris was un- 
lucky enough to have a bad fall on to the 
road and broke his collar-bone. Going on to 
Ballygodam, hounds checked for some time, 
as the fox had slipped through a shore and

Park, Rathmines, Dublin, on last Sunday 

morning. | 

The engineer (Mr. D. D. Hussey) said that 
an electric fitting in the bathroom was 
“ potentially dangerous. 

When he had concluded his evidence the 

Coroner said: '“In view of what Mr. Hussey 

has stated I am faced with a problem, which 

makes it necessary for me to adjourn this 
inquest for a week. Before a verdict is re- 

-corded I am going to take certain action.” 

The Coroner did not state in court what 
action he proposed to take. 

It had previously been stated that an 
electric fire with the current switched on was 
found resting on .Mr. Wine’s knees in the 
bath. Death, according to the medical ev)- 
dence, was due to shock, caused by the 
panenge of an electric current through the 
ody. ie 
Mr. A. Cox, solicitor for the Electncity 
Supply Board, said that the case was one “ 01 
great public importance.’’ 

The inquest was held in the Londonbridge 
road Morgue without a jury, but will be con- 
tinued in the Rathmines Town Hall on 
Wednesday next at 11-a.m. 


DISCOVERY OF THE BODY 


Miss Mary Ellis, of Upper Mercer street, 
Dublin, said that she had been employed as a 
domestic servant at Mr. Wine’s house tor 
about a week previous to the accident. On 
Saturday last he told her not to use the hot 
water, as he intended to have a bath that 
night. When she knocked on the door at 
about 9 o'clock on Sunday morning Mr. 
Gauber came down in his dressing gown and 
let her in, although Mr. Wine usually did 
this. Some minutes later Mr. Gauber ran 
down again and said that something had 
‘iste, When she went with him upstairs 
she saw Mr. Wine lying in the bath with 
the electric fire resting on his knees. 

Mr. M. Gauber said that he had been 
living with the Wines for about three months. 
When he heard knocking on the door on 
Sunday morning he did not immediately 


After he had opened the door he went to the 
bathroom to wash and immediately his eye 
was struck by the illuminated fire. He then 
discovered Mr. Wine lying in the- bath with 
the fire on his knees. After calling in Mr. 
Hosford from next door he sent for +Dr. 
Foster 


MEDICAL EVIDENCE 


Dr. T. Foster, of Lower Rathmines road, 
described the position of the man in the bath 
The electric fire was resting on his knees and 
the handle was clasped in the mght hand 
There were burns on the right thigh, hand, 
arm, and right side of the chest, neck and 
face. Death, in his opimon, was instan- 
taneous, and was due to shock caused by 
the passage of an electric current through the

dence in regard to the “NÁ fire, plug and 
wall socket. When the plug was inserted in 
the wall socket in one of the two ways, he 
said, there was an electrical pressure ap- 
gi egual to the full supply voltage 
yetween the frame of the fire and the bath- 
room water outlet on the earth. Anyone 
standing in water in the bath and grasping 
the handle of the frame of the*fire would in 
such circumstances be subjected to a voltage 
corresponding te about 220 volts He had 
come to the conclusion that the defect was 
due to the earth core of the three-cord flexible 
wire lead attached to the fire being in con- 
tact with one of the two other cores of the 
flex within the plug top. When the plug was 
inserted in a certain manner into the wall 
socket the frame of the fire would become 
‘alive’ owing to the great conductivity 
of water. 


THE FIFTH WALL SOCKET 


In reply to Mr. Cox, the witness said that 
th» defect might have been due to careless- 
ness in the assembly of the fire and its 
accessories, or could have been due to a flaw 
in construction. He had examined the records 
of the wiring of the house, which had been 
passed by the Electricity Supply Board in 
October, 1935. At that date there we e only 
four wall sockets in the house. There were 
now five, and the additional socket he could 
state had been installed in the bathroom. In 
his opinion, it had been fitted by someone who 
was not ‘‘entirel¢ competent.’’ The Board, 
according to their records, had received no 
notification of the intention to instal an 
additional plug, and it was part of their agree- 
ment thaí such notification should be gtven. 


The arrangements for an electric fire in the 
bathroom were, in his opinion, potentially 
dangerous. 

In reply to Mr. Lapedus, the witness said 
that all electrical fittings installed in a bath- 
room by the Electricity Supply Board were 
efficient and carefully earthed in order to pro- 
vide against accidents of this kind, owing to 
the great conductivity of water. 

Mr. Cox, for the Electricity Supply Board, 
said that people should be particularly careful 
in regard to having electrical apparatus in a 
bathroom, and that was one of the reasons 
why the Board insisted that alteration should 
not be carried out unless they had been inter- 
viewed. With regard to the particular fire, 
he took it that out of only one fire in a 
million would such a flaw be found. This 


fire had been manufactured by well known 
makers, and it was deplorable for this 
to occur; but he took it that no blame was 
attached to that firm. 

There was a lesson to be learned. First, 
that one should be very careful in regard to 
electric wiring in a bathroom, and, secondly, 
~ _— fittings should not be placed near 
a bath, 

Mr. Hussey agreed with Mr. Cox’s remarks. 
At the conclusion of Mr. Hussey’s evi- 
dence the Coroner adjourned the inquest until 
Wednesday next, at 11 a.m., in the Rathmines 
Town Hall, 

Inspector Maher represented the Civic 
Guards. Mr. Seán O'Duffy appeared for the 
Electrical Trades’ Union (Ireland).

founders of the Butler family and the earlier 


NY “ios when the contents of the ancestral 


holders of their premier title during the five 
centuries immediately preceding the Restora- 
tion. 

The Butlers are directly descended from 
Herveius, who went into England with 
William the Conqueror, and whose offspring, 
Theobald, in 1172, accompanied Henry II. 
into Ireland. Theobald was rewarded with 
vast sessions and the sinecure of the 
“ Butlership in Ireland,’’ whereby he and his 
heirs male were to attend on the Kings of 
England at their coronation, and on that day 
mesa them with a cup of wine—hence the 
amily name of Butler. To support the 
ba of their butlership the tas Shan 
holders were empowered to claim two out of 
every twenty tuns of wine landed at any 
seaport in Ireland. The right of claim to 
this ancient prisage remaifed until 1810, 
when the Government purchased it from the 
eighteenth Earl of Ormonde for the sum of 
£216,000 . 

One of the first of the Butlers to seek 
by an Irish marriage to strengthen the family 
ties here was James, who. in 1330, wecded 
a daughter of the first Earl of Kildare; and 
it was his eldest son—another James —who, 
on marrying a grand-daugnter of King 
Edward [, was created first Eal of 
Ormonde. The second Ormonde, know as 
the ‘‘Nobb’’. Earl, because he w:s a great 
grandson of the King, was L*1d Deputy: of 
Ireland during two reigns. 


KILKENNY CASTLE 


The Butlers had long be.ore this time 
became firmly rooted in Kilkenny County, 
and we read of the third Earl building the 
Castle of Gowran—although elsewhere it is 
recorded that his great grandfather died 
there about sixty years previously—and pur- 
chasing the Castle of Kilkenny in 1391. 

Kilkenny Castle was not first built by the 
Ormondes, but by William, Earl Marshal, the 
Elder, who came into Ireland in 1207. He 
it was who founded the Black Abbey for the 
Dominican Friars; and the great charter of 
the City of Kilkenny, under which the 
citizens enjoyed § special privileges, was 
granted by his son. The seat was held by 
the Marshal's family and the Lord 
Dispencers for nigh two hundred years 
before being acquired by the Butlers. The 
Castle of Dunfert, commonly called ‘‘ Dane's 
Fort.” was built by the third Earl, who died 
in 1405. 

James, the fourth Earl—the “White ” 
Earl—was esteemed for his great learning, 
a quality then very rare amongst the nobility. 
He was a great favourite of Henry V., by 
whom he was appointed Lord Lieutenant, and 
it was through his influence that the Office of 
Arms was created, and the first “ Ireland 
King-of-Arms”’ installed, (The title “ Ireland 
King-of-Arms”’ continued while the sove- 
reigns of England were styled ‘‘ Lords of 
Ireland,” but, when Henry VIII. was 
acclaimed King of Ireland, the Heraldic style 
here was changed to “Ulster King-of-Arms.’’) 

The “White” Earl died at Ardee, after 
an excursion against Conor O’Mulrain, and 
was buried in Saint Mary’s Abbey, near 
Dublin. He left three sons, all of whom 
were successive Earls of Ormonde. The eldest 
—again a James—who had been created Earl 
of Wiltshire in reward for his fidelity to the 
Lancastrian cause during the ‘ Wars of the 
Roses,” was installed as Lord Deputy of 
Ireland, and afterwards—when he succeeded 
to the Ormonde Earldom—as Lord Lieutenant. 
But his major activities were in England, 
where, after holding office as _ Hig 
Treasurer—for which he was made a Knight- 
of-the-Garter—he took again to a life of a 
more sanguinary nature... . 


ANNE BOLEYNE 


After fighting in the Battle of St. Albans, 
the fiith Earl commanded a wing of the Lan- 
castrian forces at Wakefield, where he greatly 
distinguished himself; but in the next year 
(1461) the bloody battle of Towton-Field was 
fought. and there Ormonde was captured, 
taken to Newcastle and beheaded | 

Another scholarly Earl was the sixth Or- 
monde, A master of all the European 
languages, he was Ambassador at nearly every 
one of the Continental Courts. He had been 
attained for his adherance to Henry VI.— 
who knighted him at Leicester—but was re- 
stored in power and to the family estates by 
Edward IV., who said to him: ' He was 
the goodliest Knight and the finest gentle- 
man in Christendom, If all good breeding. 
nurture and liberal qualities were lost in the 
world, they might all be found in John, Earl 
of Ormonde.”’ He died in Jerusalem, while 
on a Pilgrimage of the Cross. 

With the seventh Ormonde wa notice an 
affix to the title-name—Thomas, Urmonde de 
Rochford—on his being summoned as a Baron 
to the English Parliament. As his forebears 
had suffered from the stings and tasted the 
sweets of vacillating ruling powers, so did 
Thomas. Attained in one reign, he was fully 
restored in another; and the ‘‘traitor’’ to an 
Edward was brought into the Privy Council 
of a Henry, and sent by him to wage warfare 
in the territories of O'Hanlon and Magennis. 
The last in the family direct line before there 
came a short break in-the heirs male con- 
tinuity of the title, the 7th Earl left no son; 
but the rise of the Butler blood, through 
the female side, to the Royal House of 
Tudor is of some topical interest, as Anne 
Boleyne has been the subject of conjecture 
in “ An Irishman’s Diary.”

TWO EIGHTH EARLS 


There were two 8th Earls of Ormonde! 
When the direct succession failed the title 
fell to Sir Piers Butler, descendant from 
the 3rd Earl. As a reward for his martial 
activities—mainly directed against the power-. 
ful O'Tooles and O’Carrolis—Sir Piers was 
appointed Lord Treasurer of Ireland; and 
when the King conferred Ormonde on his 
father-in-law—Thomas Boleyne—he created 
the Earldom of Ossory, which Sir Piers was 
content to accept—‘ at His Majesty’s most 
earnest suit ’’—in lieu of the older dignity. 
Ossory then was chosen as Lord Deputy, and 
sworn into office in Saint Mary's Abbey. Ten 
ears afterwards, in 1757, Ormonde—Thomas 
oleyne—died, and Ossory was restored to 
his rightful, older title. Piers and his 
countess “planted great civility in the 
Counties of Kilkenny and Tipperary,” and

Ormonde and _ Elizabeth were cousins, 
orphans and minors, residing near each other 
in England, and, according to the Kilkenny 
pamphilet* (see foot-note), “ve suit for ye 
estate (Ormonde’s estate, transferred by 
James I. to his newly-created Desmond) was 
discontinued and laid asleep, they both being 
ye King’s wards,’” The young Earl, “ being 
grown and of forward parts,” realised that 
marriage with his cousin was the one way to 
rescue himself from the ruin so long contrived 
against him. 

But Ormonde had never seen the lady “ by 
reason, oí her being so strictly guarded by ye 
Countess of Holland in prosecution of ye pro. 
jected match between her and the now Earl 
of Desmond.” A discouraging aud torment: 
ing situation ! 

The first advance was made when the Earl 
insinuated himself into the friendship of Mr. 
Patrick Wemys, who was entrusted with the 
management of the disputed estates, and pre- 
vailed on him to make an opportunity for “a 
view of ye lady at church in ye City of 
London.” Mr. Wemys proved himself to Le 
a willing intriguer, and, whether by design 
or good fortane, his lordship had the satis- 
faction of sitting beside her ladyship in the 
same pew. 

Ormonde’s next stratagem was to go. dis- 
guised as a pediar, to Kensington, and en- 
counter the daughters of the Countess of 
Holland, who were so charmed with his de- 
portment that they ran and told Lady Eliza- 
beth to come and see the lovely wares in his 
pack; whereupon he presented her with a 
pair of gloves, in one of which he had con. 
cealed a billet. Elizabeth, on the pretence 
of ‘trying on the gloves, retired to her 
chamber, perused the letter, and returned 
with the gloves—‘‘ into which she had as 
cunningly concealed an answer ’’—which 
were, said she, too large. (Here the his- 
torian interposes the probability that, “' not- 
withstanding the Earl’s disguise, ye young 
lady had some impression that he was ye 
person who had sat wifh her in ye seat ve 
Sunday before,” because “ ye affayre was so 
secretly contrived, as all amourous intrigues 
are! ”). i 


FAITHFUL TO THE END 


Then: ' What were the contents of those 
letters can be no otherwise possibly guessed 
at than by the success, for within a small 
space afterwards, notwithstanding ye circum- 
spection and strict guards, ye young couple 
were happily married, to the great displeasure 
and surprise of ye Duke of Buckingham and 
ye Countess of Holland.” 

The King, too, was displeased, the more so 
because, according to Carte—who quotes from 
State papers--he had warned the Earl “‘ not 
to meddle with” the Royal w.vd. Carte 
also mentions that Lady Isobella -Rich, a 
daughter of the Earl of Holland, favoured the 
clandestine courtship, and that, in acting in 
liaison between the lovers she ‘‘ exposed 
herself to all the dangers to which such 
private meetings, opportunity and late and 
unguarded hours expose youth.” (Carte re- 
marks that these dangers to Isobella were 
real ones !—but that’s another story !) 

As an atonement and peace-offering, the 
King awarded to the outwitted guardian the 
sum of £30.000, “ which for several years lay 
as a heavy burthen on ye Earl of Ormonde,’’ 

But the twelfth Earl remajned faithful to 
the House of Stuart, and almost to the last 
moment he was contriving to secure Charles 
J.—who had created him Marquess—on the 
throne. The Kilkenny. pamphlet describes a 
secret meeting of Ormonde and “ ye Scotch 
Earls’’ at Henlve (Henley), whereat it was 
arranged that the Royalist army in Scot- 
land should march into England, while 
Ormonde was to “og. a diversion’ to 
the Parliamentary forces in Ireland. 
All came to rought, however: ‘ye 
fatality of King Charles ye lst was so 
deplorable, and ye vengeance of God so 
severe on ye three kingdoms, that the sacred 
head was soon after brought to ye block, 
barbarously and unhappily chopt to make 
room for a bloody and villanous usurper.”’ 
(The sentiment is explanation sufficient for 
the anonymity of the writer of the Kilkenny

pamphlet !) 

At the Restoration, Ormonde was elevated 
to the Dukedom : his successor was impeached 
and exiled; but, as it was ruled that no pro 
ceeding of the Enealish Legislature could 
affect the Irish dignities, the Earldom con- 
tinued nnbroken, and the hereditary holder 
afterwards was again elevated to the Mar 


quessate.

TELEPHONE

AN ACHIEVEMENT OF 
TWENTY YEARS AGO 


- 


How many anniversaries pass unrecorded 
in this hurry world? Twenty years ago was 
born the Atlantic telephone. To-day Great 
Britain is the telephone switchboard of the 
world. The giant transmitting station at 
Rugby controls the entire long-distance wire- 
less ‘phone traffic between Europe and 
America. If a man in Paris, Berlin, or 
Warsaw wishes to speak to America his voice 
travels first to London by telephone land- 
line and thence to Rugby. At Rugby his 
voice leaves the earth and travels thousands 
of miles through space to the other side of 
the Atlantic; there it is ' caught ” and sent 
on to any part of the American Continent by 
telephone line, sue 

Nowadays it is as easy to talk to America 
as it is to put through an ordinary trunk 
call. Yet, in 1915, only Morse could be sent 
across the Atlantic. It was to make Trans. 
atlantic speech possible that two young tele. 
phone engineers arrived in Paris twenty years 


agó. The result of their work was that the 
first human voice ever to span the Atlantic 
reached Paris from America in October, 19165. 
The two engineers were missionaries of a 
telephone company. They had the permission 
of the French military authorities to set up 
their receiving apparatus in the Eiffel Tower. 
On the other side of the Atlantic, 3,000 miles 
away, radio telephone engineers were pre- 
paring for the great experiment. Hundreds of 
cones designed power valves and thousands 
ef pounds worth of apparatus had been 
installed in the radio station at Arlington, 
Virginia. á 

On a night in Tune, 1915, the transmission 
began. While the boom of guns was heard 
in Paris, the two young engineers sat with 
their earphones pressed fo their ears, listening 
for the sound of a human voice coming to 
them through space. Night after night the 
engineers strained their ears to hear the words 
which were being flung into the sky 3,000 
miles away. All they heard was “‘ static '' 
and the interference by English radio tele- 
graph stations, As the war went on the

FREE STATE AND THE 
LEAGUE

The annual Ard-Fheis of the Fianna Fail 
Party will be held in Dublin on the Tuesday 
and Wednesday of next week. At this 
meeting, to which all branches of the party 
are entitled to send delegates, it. is customary 
to raise all sorts of questions and to discuss 
the Government’s policy. The chairman for 
the year, the officers and the members of 
the National Executive are also to be elected. 

The branches throughout the country 
appear to have taken full advantage of their 
privilege to raise questions for discussion, and 
notice has been given of no fewer than 120 
motions dealing with the most diverse 
subjects. Beginning with a declaration in 
iavour of the unity of Ireland as a Republic, 
there is a commendation of the Government 
policy at Geneva, and a request that April 24 
in each year should be a national holiday. A 
County Meath resolution demands that “the 
offer to Great Britain to submit the land 
annuities dispute to arbitration should not be 
left open indefinitely.’’ A Rathmines pro- 
posal calls for legislation ‘‘to check the 
growing power of associations which, under 
cover of benevolence or religion, operate to 
the detriment of citizens who are not 
members.” Other branches send resolutions 
on the same subject. 

The Corlecky (Donegal) Cumann will move: 
“That this Ard-Fheis. demands that the 
Government claim recognition of Ireland's

Dublin brauches call for the abolition of the

Several branches urge the abolition of the 
Local: Appointments Commission, while 
others point out that a resolution passed at 
the last Ard-Fheis in favour of certain pre- 
ferences in public appointments for persons 
with ‘‘ national service ” has not been carried 
into effect. 


CONTROL OF CREDIT 


Headford (Galway) complains that the 
Executive Council is allowing itself ‘‘to be 
dictated to by officialdom retained from the 
previous Administration.’’ “There are a 
number of motions regarding pensions and 
their administration. One, on national 
credit, demands the taking of the control 
af credit from the Bank of England and 
vesting it in an Irish State bank. A South 
Dublin branch demands an inguiry into the 
working of the Industrial Trust Company, 
Pronosals with regard to town tenants, 
round rents, and fair rent courts for town 
alii are sent from Clare, Dublin and 
Monaghan. i 

Nenagh demands the establishment of an 
Ordnance foundry and ammunition factory 
‘to provide the necessary war materials 
for.the defence of our country.” A Tralee 
Cumann asks the Ard-Fheis to declare its 
opinion that any school or college which 
fosters foreign games should be debarred 
from receiving scholarship holders. 

Resolutions of an educational nature 
include a request that. English be made an 
optional subject in Irish schools; that the 
Government should make provision for the 
staffing of rural schools; that free school 
books be provided for necessitous children; 
that school books should be standardised for 
a period of five years, and that free secom'ary 
education should be given to pupils between 
the ages of fourteen and sixteen years, 

In another section there is a. proposal that 
the present system of County Council 
government should be substituted by the 
managerial system: also that local authorities 
should be compelled to alter street names 
where: these commemorate “ past English 
rulers ”; that the Civic Guards should have 
the same voting rights as the Army; and 
that various concessions should be made in 
connection with housing grants. 

That the division and utilisation of un- 
cetupied land should «be expedited is the 
burden of resolutions from over twenty 
branches of the organisation. 

An East Limerick branch complains that, 
in cases where land divisions have been made, 
the new holdings created are too small, un- 
economic, and unworkable, 

A dozen branches express disapproval of 
the present pig-marketing scheme; and 
another large batch ot branches calls for an 
equitable standard price for oats; while a 
Waterford branch calls for the abolition of the 
Live Stock Breeding Act. The provision of a 
training ship to train fishermen in the art ¢ 
deep-sea trawling is suggested by a Dun- 
garvan branch; and a guaranteed price of 30s. 
per barrel for wheat is asked for by the 
Clane (Co. Kildare) Cumann. 


STATE RE-INSURANCE 


Branches in Dundalk and Mullingar call for 
the abolition of all foreign .trad@ unions 
operating in the Free State. Several branches 
demand the alteration of the present system 
of public assistance, and the substitution of 
work instead. The nationalisation of trans- 
port is called for by a Dublin branch; and 
Aghabog (Co. Monaghan) Cumann urges the 
Government to establish a State Re-Insurance 
Department to ‘‘ arrest the large financial loss 
to the State under this head each vear.” A 
Limerick branch proposes to limit the number 
of foreign kev-men in native industries: and 
the Michael Meade Cumann (Dublin) calls on 
the Government “ to have some degree of pro- 
tection given to the Trish assurance coms 
panies, with a view to hamperin™ the activi- 
ties of the many BAtish and foreign come 
panies operating in the Saorstat.”’ 

Resolutions from several quartets dis- 
approve of the Road Transport Act. in so far 
as it enables the railway companies to acauire 
a complete monopoly of road transport, Calle 
for drastic measures to end “ profiteering 
are made by several branches.
